A DE8CIMION declaring the Wal¬ 
ton election law constitutional, has 
been handed down by the Supreme 
Court of Virginia. 5 The law is prac¬ 
tically the an me ua our Australian 
system of voting. 

In New York city, Mayor Strong 
who was elected by the lavish use 
of the word reform, hasduappiont- 
ed his constituents by refusing to 
torn the Tammany office-holders 
out. He has made only 2U0 chan¬ 
ges out of a possible 17,000.

Wool clothing is cheaper now 
than ever before in the history of 
the world. This does not afford 
the wool growers of this county 
ttnuch satisfaction. No one ex¬ 
pects any great advance in the 
price of wool, this year over the 
price last year. The production of 
wool is unlike that of any other 
crop. It is merely an, incident of 
sheep raising und its production 
depeiids almost wholly on the price 
of mutton. If wool were not an 
article of commerce, still it would 
be produced and clipped even 
though it was,only to be destroyed 
or considered merely waste matteiT 
This is a complication not often 
taken into consideration when the 
price of wool is in question. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois 
lias called down innumerable anath¬ 
emas upon its head for its recent 
decision declaring the law uncon¬ 
stitutional which restricts women 
employed in fketories from work¬ 
ing more than eight hours perday. 
The court held that the time of a 
woman waB her property to dis¬ 
pose of as she saw fit, and that no 
restrictions could lie placed upon 
her as long ns it was done in a le¬ 
gal manner. This is-n great tru 
umph for the sweating system,tmd 
thp inhuman drivers taking cour¬ 
age from this descision will have 
the life of the toiling woman who 
prefers work to degradation. Un¬ 
der this law a woman might sell 
herself into absolute slavery. It 
is impossible"!*) say what effect this 
9 decision will have on posterity, or 
what social horror may be the re¬ 
sult of the court refusiug to recog¬ 
nize the humane endeavor of the 
legislature to save these women 
- from th« cruelty of their Sfflplg vr 
ert. 


) It seems certain from newspa¬ 
per reports that some eight months 
i ago a mistake was made by the au- 
j thoritics of the insane' asylum at 
I Weston, which is uotat all jdeas- 
ant to contemplate. A female in¬ 
mate died, and Christopher Tet- 
rick, of Ritchie county, was noti¬ 
fied that his wife, who has been an 
inmate of the asylum for several; 
years, was dead. He brought the' 
body home and- it was intern'd as 
the body of his wife. It turns out 
now tliatTetrick’s wife is still alive. 
There must have l>oen a remarka¬ 
ble resemblance between the two 
women. This incident, if true, il¬ 
lustrates how dead to the world is 
the insane person, when even tlu ir 
identification depends* on their 
keepers.

The Marble of Pocahontas. 

Mr. B. M. Yeager has recently 
been investigating the* quantity 
and quality of the marble discover¬ 
ed last year on Cnpi. William L. 
McNeeis farm, near Academy. 
Specimens have been sent by Capt 
McNeel to several of the greateap- 
italists of West Virginia, and all 
have pronounced itga very valuable 
variety of Tennessee marble. It 
varies in color from black to red, 
the black being considered the 
most valuable. 

The monied menseemed to scout 
the idea that nny'quantity of mar¬ 
ble could be found in this county^ 
and said they could only be con¬ 
vinced when they saw a piece from 
this county too big to nave been 
carried in by hand. The result of 
Mr. Yeager’s investigation convin¬ 
ces him that the vein extends 
through the entire length of West 
Pocahontas. He found a vein 12 
feet in thickness on farms owned 
by himself and R. B. Kerr, in up¬ 
per Pocahontas, fifty or more miles 
from where Captain McNeel has 
opened his prospective quarry. He 
has taken a big box of samples to 
the city with him to ascertain the 
value.

They• 
are the indicators of the state of 
affairs in their respective counties, 
and readers see what is filling the 
minds of the people of the differ¬ 
ent sections, as far as he has any 
business to know. Of minor in¬ 
terest is the watching the evolu¬ 
tion of the News Item as it is 
printed for many a weary week, 
gathering interest as it makes its 
round. To illustrate the point, we 
will suppose there has been an oc¬ 
currence in this county which the 
local press reports, and the ex- 
changes copy as follows: 

“Yesterday Bill Stone and Ed. 
Blain had an altercation on the 
Street, having fallen out over a 
trifling matter, and blows passed. 
They were soon sej#t rated and fin¬ 
ed by the Mayor $1 each and 
costs.”— Pocahontas Post .

Stone threw a 
paper-weight at'Blaine and knock¬ 
ed him down, and jumped on him 
and trampled him most brutally.

Stone was arreated, and 
gave bail for his appearance at

Fi¬ 
nally they threw their revdlvers 
away, by mutual cohsent, and ad¬ 
vanced to have it out with their 
fista. “Cap” Blaine had -a spring 
dirk with which he stabbed “Big 
Bill,” who was trying to open his 
pocket knife. Stone cannot recov¬ 
er, and Blaine has been remanded 
to jail and bail refused.”— Wheel¬ 
ing Regulator . , % .
